it is proposed to make in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Section 30 of the Chartered 
Accountants Act, 1949 (Act XXXVIII of 1949), is published 
for information of all persons likely to be affected thereby 
and notice is hereby given that the draft will be taken up 
for consideration on or after the 2(Kh October 1975. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the date 
specified will be considered by the Council of the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants of India, New Delhi. 

In the said Regulations : — 

I. In regulation 11 ; — 

(1) In sub-regulation 8(1), for the existing words 
"the Council is of opinion that there is a prima 
fade case against the respondent”, substitute the 
words “the Council is prima facie of opinion that 
the respondent is guilty of professional and/or 
other misconduct”. 

(2) In sutwegulation S(ii ), for the existing words “the 
Council is of opinion that there is no prima facie 
case against the respondent”, substitute the words 
“the Council is pnma facie of opinion that the 
respondent is not guilty of any professional or other 
misconduct”. 

IT. For the existing Regulation 15, substitute the follow- 
ing : — 

“15. Procedure in a hearing before the Council 

(1) If the Council, in view of its findings is of opinion 
that there is a case for passing an order under 
sub-section (4) of Section 21, it shall— 

(a) furnish to the respondent a copy of the report of 
the- Disciplinary Committee and a copy of the

Jn exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), 
read With clause (c) of sub-section (2) of section 23 of the 
Textiles Committee Act, 1963 (41 of 1963), the Textiles 
Committee hereby makes, with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government, the following regulations further to 
amend the Textiles Committee’s Employees (Conditions of 
Service) Regulations, 1971, namely: — 


1. (I) These regulations may be called the Textiles Com- 

mittee’s Employees (Conditions of Service) Second 
Amendment Regulations, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official gazette. 

2. In the Textiles Committees Employees (Conditions of 
Service) Regulations, 1971; — 

(i) for regulation 9, the following shall be substituted, 
namely 

" Termination of Service : 

(a) During the probationary period : 

The services of an employee may be terminated 
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by the appointing authority at any time without 
notice. 


(b) During temporary service : 

A tier the completion of the probationary period 
but before completion of 5 years, the services of 
a temporary employee, may be terminated by the 
appointing authority on onv month’s notice on 
either side and thereafter on three months’ notice 
on either side. 

(c) During permanent service \ 

When the services of a permanent employee are 
terminated, due to reduction of establishment, he 
shall be given three months notice. 

(d) In both cases referred to in clauses (b) and (c), 
the appointing authority, however, shall have the 
right of terminating the services of an employee 
forthwith or before the expiration of the period of 
notice by making payment to him of a sum equi- 
valent to the pay and _ allowances for the period 
of notice or the unexpired portion thereof at the 
same rates at which he was drawing them imme- 
diately before the termination of his services. 

9. A. Permanent Service : 

(i) Permanent appointments to posts may be made on 
the basis of scmorily-cwm-filness after obtaining the 
recommendations of the appropriate Departmental 
Promotion Committee. 

(ii) As among permanent employees in a cadre lermi- 
nation of services, consequent on reduction of post 
or posts therein, shall ordinarily take place in the 
order of juniority. 


(iii) Except as a disciplinary measure or on account of 
being declared physically or menially unfit for 
continuance in service by a medical authority ap- 
proved by the Committee, the services of a perma- 
nent employee in a cadre shall not be liable to 
termination so long as a post in that, cadre is held 
by any other employee in a temporary or officiat- 
ing capacity, 

(iv) A permanent employee may resign his post by ti 
notice of not (ess than three months in writing 
given by him to the Secretary : 

Provided that the resignation of a permanent em- 
ployee under suspension may not normally be ac- 
cepted save in cases in which the appointing 
authority is satisfied that it. would be expedient to 
accept thv resignation having regard inter alia to 
the nature of the alleged charge, the quantum of 
evidence against the employee and the probable 
expenditure to the Committee on account of de- 
partmental proceedings”. 

(ii) after sub-regulation (ii) of regulation 10, the following 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(iii) Fixation of pay dn promotion or appointment to 
other posts : 

Temporary employees who have completed three years' 
continuous service in a particular^ grade shall be deemed 
as permanent therein for the limited purpose of fixation 
of pay in any other post”,
